Max Schoenberger Opens De- 
lightful Place at 1236 
Montgomery Ave. 

Max Schoenberger, one of the Main 
Line's better-known restauranteurs, 
provided welcome news for his host 
of friends in this section when ho an- 
nounced this week the opening of 
Wynnewood House, 123G Montgomery 
avenue, Wynnewood. 

This newly renovated property 
promises to be the most outstanding 
place of its kind in suburban Phila- 
delphia. This old mansion, which 
has been a landmark on Montgomery 
avenue for many years, has been en- 
tirely whitened on the exterior and 
makes an impressive picture sur- 
rounded with its ample parking space 
for automobiles and its portecochere 
entrance which will be so greatly ap- 
preciated in inclement weather. 

As you enter the spacious lobby 
with its blue walls, white ceiling 
and crystal chandelier you are im- 
pressed with the dignity of its deco- 
ration. The large Crystal Room on 
the left which has a capacity for sev- 
enty-five diners has a blue paper with 
a very unusual design running 
through it with an egg shell color. 
Here again will be found three large 
magnificient crystal chandeliers. 

On the opposite side of the lobby is 
the Maple Room, while smaller in size 
than the Crystal Room, will accom- 
odate thirty-five diners and is ideal 
for private bridge parties and lunch- 
eons. 

At the end of the lobby you come 
into what Mr. Schoenberger thinks is 
the smartest and most unusual Cock- 
tail Lounge in this part of the coun- 
try. It is massive in size and will 
seat sixty-five people. The entire 
room has been treated as a ship's deck 
which is absolutely authentic in every 
detail. The cabin side of the deck has 
been covered with heavy armored 
plate and its steel rivets. Through 
real ship's portholes on this side of 
the deck gleam the yellow lights from 
the cabin inside. On the opposite 
side of the deck shows the open sea 
back of a real ship's rail underneath 
which is laced heavy white canvas. 
Overhead is painted the midnight blue 
of the sky at sea with myriad stars 
showing through the night. 

Other decorations which lend a 
nautical atmosphere to this room are 
the ship's bell, starboard and port 
lights, several real life preservers on 
which has been lettered "S. S. Wynne- 
wood," and a collection of regulation 
naval flags, such as: the commander's 
flag, rear commander's flag, vice- 
commander's flag, guest flag, fleet 
captain's flag, owner's absent flag, 
owners at dinner flag, the crew is at 
meal flag, regatta committee flag. 

To the left of this room two doors 
lead to the promenade deck, a tiled 
floor open porch which shall be used 
in the summer time for open-air din- 
ing, having a seating capacity of one 
hundred and thirty-five people, which 
will bring the total seating capacity 
of this establishment over 300. 

Mr. Schoenberger was born in 
Baden-Baden, the famous German 
Spa, and received high school educa- 
tion in this country and later went to 
Luzerne, Switzerland, and entered the 
Ecole-Hotelicre, a hotel training 
school.

School Board Reopens Negotia- 
tions to Acquire Ground 
for Project 

PURCHASES NEW TRACTS 



Church Notes 



Preliminary plans to be submitted 
to the architects relative to the new- 
junior high school in Cynwyd and the 
renovation of the old academy build- 
ing will soon be available, Superin- 
tendent S. K. Downs reported to the 
Lower Morion School Board Monday 
night. 

Negotiations were reopened, Mr. 
Downs said, for the purchase of the 
three-and-one-half-acre tract in Cyn- 
wyd, which is to be the site of the 
new school. 

Condemnation proceedings have been 
authorized for the acquisition of this 
ground, occupied by Mrs. Charles D. 
Gill, when the board's offer of $20,000 
for the tract, which adjoins the Cyn- 
wyd School, was turned down. 

A previous appraisal of the plot 
made by Alva T. Rogers, A. D. War- 
nock and Leroy A. Worrell, placed a 
value of $29,500 upon the ground. 

The acquisition of two tracts of 
ground was announced at the meet- 
ing. 

One in Penn Valley consists of two 
acres of land situated on Rightcr's 
Mill road adjoining the five acres 
owned by the school district, which is 
to be the site of an elementary school. 

The other, consisting of one and 
eight-tenths acres, adjoins the Pern, 
Wynne School property on llaverford 
road, Penn Wynne. 

The Penn Valley tract was pur- 
chased from the I. Tyson Morris estate 
for $14,000. The Penn Wynne plot, 
controlled by the Provident Trust 
Company, was purchased for $14,500. 

The establishment of a tuberculin 
testing plant for school children in 
the Ardmore avenue school, Anhnoiv 
and the Ashland school, West Mana 
yunk, was approved by the board. 

The program will be carried on; I, 
the Community Health and Civ.'c A. 
sociation with funds provided for the 
work by the sale of Tuberculosis 
Christmas Seals. 

Endorsement of the plan was given 
by the Main Line Branch of the Mont- 
gomery County Medical Society at its 
meeting last week. 

Only those pupils who submit per 
mits signed by the parents will be 
given the test. It is expected that 
the plan wil be started in the spring.

A point 
to remember, if one is to be success- 
ful, is to procure the best seeds pos- 
sible, as cheap seeds usually result 
in disappointment. 



The 1937 Vegetable Garden 

By W. O. Hird 
of I. N. Simon 8C Son 

With the increasing cost of food 
products, backyard gardening again 
assumes economic importance to the 
average home-owner, and vegetable 
gardens will be made this spring be- 
cause of the money that can be saved. 
There is a keen satisfaction in pro- 
ducing one's own vegetables, not only 
for the palatable food produced, but 
for the benefits gained by working 
in the soil and being outdoors. 

To get an early start one should 
have the advantage of a cold frame 
and sowings of early cabbage, egg- 
plant, lettuce, kohl rabi, pepper, cauli- 
flower, tomato and other tender vari- 
eties should be made about the middle 
of March; beets, carrots, leeks, onion 
sets, early peas, radish, spinach and 
potatoes can be sown outdoors the 
first of April, providing the weather 
is fairly settled. 

To get the best out of one's garden, 
a careful selection of varieties that 
will give a succession of crops should 
be made, and while the standard va- 
rieties are recommended, a trial of 
some of the more recently introduced 
varieties is suggested. 

Several new varieties of corn have 
recently been introduced; the new yel- 
low bancross, an improved Golden 
Bantam variety, is well worth a trial. 
Cucumbers have been improved and 
the new Straight -8- and the Special 
Dark Green are good varieties. One 
of the best early peas is the new 
Early Dwarf Giant; while for a main 
crop the President is suggested. 

This season several new varieties 
of spinach have been introduced, in- 
cluding a prickly seeded sort called

Footlighters Shine in 
Barry's "You and I" 

Unquestionably the severest test of 
latent dramatic talent is the ability 
to put across work more or less out of 
the ordinary; a production which may 
partly lack the spontaneity and zest 
one is accustomed to find in a modern 
comedy. 

Wherefore Wayne's Footlighters de- 
serve a more than usual share of 
credit for their handling of Philip 
Barry's "You and I," which they pre- 
sented to appreciative audiences on 
Tuesday and Wednesday nights. 

Although termed a comedy, the 
Barry opus inclines a bit to the heavy 
side. It deals with the problems of 
a young architectural student who, be- 
cause of his intended marriage, 
abandons his chosen profession for 
more remunerative work. His father, 
reversing matters, throws over his 
position to follow art and soon finds 
himself in difficulties. The girl, see- 
ing herself as an obstacle to her lov- 
er's career, breaks oil" their engage- 
ment and everything apparently is 
on the verge of disaster when father 
conies to his senses, realizes he is not 
intended for an artist and accepts a 
fine position.
